PROMISES HIS HELP 
TO HIGHER EDUCATION 


“Intolerance Is the Most 
Shameful Thing in the 
Modern World,” Gover- 
nor Tells Tech Seniors. 


An attack on social, political and 
religious intolerance, and a plea for 
moderation, coupled with the pledge 
to give his hearty support to the 
cause of higher education in Geor- 
gia, featured the commencement 
oration of Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick before fifteen hundred peo- 
ple assembled in an oak grove on the 
‘Tech campus Monday morning at the 
thirty-third commencement of the in- 
stitution. The class of. 1922, num- 
bering 198 seniors, were given their 
diplomas at the contlusion of the ex- 
ercises by the former president of 
Tech, Dr. K. G. Matheson. 

“Moderation is th: very opposite of 
intolerance,” declared the governor. 
‘[ntolerance is the most shameful 
thing in, the modern world, and if 
allowed to rule will blacken the 
pages of American history. It is 
contrary to the principles and pillars 
upon which the commonwealth of 
Georgia was founded, it runs direct- 
ly counter to those fundamental doc- 
trings of human rights and human 
iiberties so clearly and unanswerably 
voiced by that great southern states- 
man, Thomas Jefferson, in the Decm- 
ration of Independence. 

_ Modernation Is Cornerstone. 

“Qn the other hand moderation is” 
one of the cornerstones of our com- 
monwealth, upon which has been 
builded the greatness of America. 
It is part of the soil and spirit of 
Georgia. . Independence of political

Doster, who was the first 
man to redth Mr. Mills ufter he had 
fallen, stated that he came into the 
drug store and asked for a soft drink. 
When it was served to him, he emp- 
tied some powders into it from a 
package and drank it. He almost im- 
mediately sank to the floor uncon- 
scious.

Washington, June 12.—A new fight 

acainst Senator Truman H. Newberry

A group in both the senate and 
house are preparing to offer deter- 
mined resistance to the attempts of 
Newberry in slashing the Mare Island 
provision of the appropriations meas- 
ure. 

The Mare Island paragraph is the 
“pet” of Representatives Kelley of 
Michigan and Madden, of Illinois, who 
drew up the appropriations bill in the 
hcvse and obtained its passage. While 
the bill was in committee in the sen- 
ate the Mare Island appropriation was 
cut from $750,000 to $250,000. Sen- 
ator King, democrat, of Utah, has 
started the fight against the bill with 
a formal statement referring to the 
cut. 

King Charges Plot. 

‘I shall not call attention: to what 
tte committee would do with the five 
hundred thousand dollars taken away 
from Mare Island,” he said. “But a 
comparison of the house and senate 
bills will furnish some enlightenment. 

“This bill should be, and I am sure 
will be, fairly and impartially consid- 
ered without reference to geography or 
pelitical considerations.” 

King charged there was a plot in 


out proper consideration. He declared 
that insomuch as the fiscal year ends 
June 30 the bill was purposély held 
up until the last moment so that it 
coald not be thoroughly threshed out

Regrets Unfairness.

Newberry, and his colleagues who 
voted with him in committee shotild 
revoncile themselves to that fact. “ 
“I regret that the committee fram- 
ins the bill have dealt in such an im- 
pelitic, not to say unfair manner, with, 
Mare Island. 

Sheme of Wrecking. 
“The appropriation for dyking and 
dredging has been reduced from $750,- 
040 to $250,000: It would seem that 
the scheme devised some time ago in 
tLe navy department and aided and 
abetted by some eminent persons in 
ard out of congress to wreck and de- 
stroy Mare Island, which is undoubt- 
ed'y the most eflicignt of the naval 
establishments, is still being prose- 
cvted. More than $35,000,000 of the 
taxpayers’ money have been expended 
in building up the Mare Island plant. 
“I am advised that the distinguished 
senator from Michigan, Mr. Newberry, 
gave the weight of his great influence 
tc this plan to destroy Mare Island.”

After Exciting Race Across Ocean, Syndicate of Papers, 
Including The Constitution, Exclusively From 
' Georgia, Secures Sole Publication Rights to 
_ Former Emperor’s Memoirs at the High- 
est Cash Price Ever Paid in. 
History of Publishing. 


Berlin June 12.—Berlin and Leipsic have been the scenes 
during the last four weeks of the most extraofdinary competi- 
tion of groups of newspaper and book publishers that has ever 
occurred. These groups included, directly and indirectly, prac- 
tically every important newspaper in the world and many lead- 
ing book publishers. The object of the competition was to 
secure the serial rights and the bookright to the personal 
mémoirs of the former German kaiser, which have been long in 
preparation and were declared ready to be offered for publica- 
tion early in May. | 

In a private sitting room in the Hotel Adion at midnight 
last night the competition came to end with the payment of the 
highest cash figure in the whole history of literature and publi- 
cation to the Leipsic publishing house, which is the former 
kaiser’s agent. For this large sum, the Leipsic house sold the 
world-wide rights, excluding German language rights, to 
Wilhelm II’s memoirs, covering his entire career from kaiser 
to ex-kaiser, to an organization of newspapers headed by The 
New York Times and the McClure Newspaper syndicate and 
to the New York publishing house of Harper & Brothers. 

Successful Newspaper Bidders. 

Included among the other newspapers in the successful 
group of competitors are: THE ATLANTA CONSTITU- 
TION, The Chicago Daily News, The St. Louis Globe Demo- 
crat, The Cleveland Plain Dealer, The Pittsburg Gazette- 
Times, The Boston Post, The Detroit News, The Denver Post, 
The San Francisco Bulletin, The Los Angeles Times, The 
Seattle Times, the Kansas City. Journal-Post, The Spokesman- 
Review, The Omaha News, La Nacion, of Buenos Aires; The 
Mexico City Excelsior, The Havana E] Mundo, The London/ 
Sunday Times. Harper & Brothers will have the American and 
Canadian bookrights, Cassel & Co., of London, the English and 
colenial bookrights. Leading newspapers and publishing houses 
all over the rest of the world will also publish the work. 

As the record-breaking duplicate contracts, written on one 
small sheet of hotel stationery, were signed, sealed and mutually 
delivered, a. struggle ended. that involved, among other dramatic 
features, a race against time across the Atlantic by the principal.

Racé For Book-Begins. - 

The former kaiser was a long time making xp his mind 
whether or not to publish his memoirs, but early last.spring the 
Leipsic publishing house of K. F. Koehler, founded in. 1789, 
offered a special three weeks’ privilege of examination and con- 
sideration of the manuscript to the American group of which 
The Times, the McClure Newspaper syndicate and Harper & 
Brothers were members. Then the real race for the former 
kaiser’s book began. ' 

Clinton T. Brainard, president of Harper & Bros. and ‘the 
McClure Newspaper syndicate, caught the first “fast. boat for 
Europe, the Aquitania, to canvass European possibilities for 
marketing the book, while his organizations were thoroughly 
canvassing the American field, and cables were humming to 
China, Japan, India, South Africa and Australia, leaving no 


corner of the globe ungleaned. 
Two American Rivals. 


” 
« The German publishers, while absolutely living up to their 
agreement, had, in conscientious safeguarding of the author’s 
financial interests, to let it be known to interested persons 
that bids were receivable, and cabled offers, mostly uncon- 
crete and, as a rule, éach merely offering more than anybody 
else, began to inundate the Leipsic publishers and the former 
kaiser himself. , 

The seriously taken rivals resolved themselves into two 
American groups, with powerful international. allied interests 
and connections. A tourist rush of American newspaper own- 
ets, publishers, editors, managers and what not to Europe set 
in. Correspondents were withdrawn from the Genoa confer- 
ence as negligible in comparison with the kaiser book deal. 
Correspondents and publishers’ representatives hurried to Ber- 
lin and Leipsic and back to Paris and London. Behind the 
scenes there was intense activity all over the map of Europe. 

Concluded Optional Contract. 

Ten days after the reading of the manuscript the repre- 
sentatives of the group that was finally successful, went to 
Leipsic, where they concluded what proved to be a strangle- 
hold contract, offering a record-smashing number of dollars 
for world-wide rights, to be paid in cash in two weeks, with 
the privilege of one week more within which to meet any 
larger bona fide offer, cash in hand, which the German pub- 
lishers might receive before the expiration of the two weeks’ 
period, 

A dramatic incident now ensued. It was a tense moment 
for the representatives, of this group in Berlin, when they 
were informed from New York that a plenipotentiary repre- 
sentative of a powerful competing group of bidders would 
sail on. the Berengaria, with a cargo of cash, to throw his 
hat and his purse into the “kaiser book” ring. ‘Last Tuesday 
at midnight the kaiser manuscript would automatically be- 
come the property of the first group unless. the rival bidder 
could reach Leipsic before then and make the German pub-

SPEECH BY GOMPERS 

FEATURES FIRST DAY 


President Says Organ- 
ized Labor Asks Confer- 
ences With Employers 
on “Equal Footing.”

Cincinnati, June 12.—Facing a 
fight that leaders of organized labor 
cegatd as oue for the existence of the 
unions, ‘the American Federation of 
Labor here ‘today opened its 42d an- 
nual convention, which was marked 
by the presentation of many issuee 
that are to be considere during the. 
next two weeks, and ua speech by 
President Samuel] Gompers, deelaring 
“we do not fool ourselves into any 
tancied security.” The issues were 
trought before the delezates by the 
report of the federation’s execntive 
council. 

“We are not in a mood” said Mr. 
Gompers, “to have those rights and 
privileges guaranteed to us by our 
eonstitution taken from us by any 
subtle redsoning or assumption of 
power no matter whence it emanates.” 

The veterau labor leader also stated 
that organized labor would “go on- 
ward and forward more determined 
than ever that there sha)! not be im- 
posed upon our brow upon our backs, 
the type of the ‘man with the hoe.’ ” 

For Equal Footing. 

} In his brief speech, Mr. Gompers 
declared organized labor only asked 
cmployers to meet with the union lead- 
ers in conferences for the settlement 
«f any disputes, but he said a genuine 
conference was impussib'e unless both 
sides stand on an equal footing. ‘The 
“open shop.” he added, 1s_not the re- 
sult of conferences. Mr. (sompers con- 
cuded with a reference to the dis 
ermament conference, weserting it 
made a. begining toward abolishing 
war, and that labor; thconghout . the 
world made the “areatest contribution 
toward that purpose.” 

The convention session also was 
marked by presentation cf a report by 
Santiago Igiesias, president of the 
bree Federation of Worters, of Porto 
Rico, indursing the administration of 
-}. Mont Reily. as governor of Porto 
Rico. 

Membership Loss. 

While the executive council’s report 
centered around afiy questichs that 
will ‘come before the convention it 
a!so showed the total membership of 
the federation is 3,159,635. Although 
this is a joss of 710.855 in the last 
year, members of the committee point- 
ed out that it was a gain of more than 
1.100.000 over 1916, which year was 
followed by big gains during the war. 
Further, the report told of labor’s ac- 
complishments of the last year, which 
it said,.was marked by. “unusual strife 
and unusual industrial depression.”

Washington, June 12.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—With the de- 
feat of the old line republican organ- 
ization, a matter of record in the 
states of Iowa, Pennsylvania and In- 
diana, the next most significant pri- 
mary, in which the policies of the 
Harding administration will be sub- 
jected to progressive scrutiny, comes 
‘in North Dakota. This primary will 
be held on the last Wednesday of 
June. 
Should the western state follow 
Pennsylvania and Indiana, it will be 
nothing short of a complete break- 


ganization in the opinion of capital 
observers. In addition to that, Sen- 
ator McCumber’s defeat would be 
hailed as u direct repudiation of the 
permanent tariff bill, of which he is 
joint author. The North Dakota sen- 
ator is not only chairman of the com- 
mittee which formulated the § tariff 
bill. but is its chief advocate and 
proiector during debate. 
Bonus Factor. 

Aside from the tariff, McCumber’s 
connection with the present bonus 
bill, or “soldiers’ compensation bill,” 
as he chooses to call it, may prove 
to be a considerable faetor. Senator 
McCumber is alleged to have disre- 
garded recommendations of his col- 
leagues in forming the bonus and ac- 
cepted his own proposals, in order 
that he might assume ful] credit for 
its passage which is assured. In do- 
ing this, it is charged that he de- 
liberately disregarded advices from 
the president and both republican and 
democratic members of the senate.

Letters. Withheld. 

Letters written. by “prisoners al- 
ways were read, he continued, and 
sometimes withheld. A Ae 
letter written by Arnold Worley, an 
inmate, to Senzgtor Thomas HE. Wat- 
son, complaining of the withholding 
of mail was never delivered, he de- 
clared, according to. the. best of his 
knowledge. ae 

“The corn that 'we were fed was 
eaten up with worms. These worms 
were covked with -the: food,” he con- 
tinued, ““Why they insisted on includ- 
ing the worms, I don’t know, unless 
it was an effort ‘to make up for the 
lack of meat. The corn.was withheld 
from us axfter a period, and old prison- 
erg told me that the farm ‘officers 
were saving what .was left for the 
visit of the penitentiary committees 
of the general-assembly.” : 

A high compliment was. paid by the 
witness to J. ‘Brown, who for a 
short. period before his recent death, 
wag superintendent of the institution. 
He stated that “Brown was a fine 
man—not of the slave-driving type. 

“When the superinféndent became 
very ill,” he continued, “the men for 
the first time in the history of the 
penitentiary prayed that he might re- 


cover. 
Christie Questioned. 

When Christie resumed the stand 
in the afternoon, Judge Hammond be- 
gan questioning him about his past 
life. The witness objected to these 
questions at first, but when the jurist 
insisted he answered a number of 
them. Other members took up the 

uestioning .and ‘accepted his reason 
or not answering all of them. 

Christie asserted that after com- 
pleting his term at the farm, although 
he personally was well treated as 
comparei with otiers, he desired to 
aid “the nen he leit behind.” He was 
“sent up” because he embezzled about 
$1,200 trom the Macon Telegraph. 

“In placing my shame before the 
state, I have done so because I know 
it was the only. way to get an investi- 
gation and place the facts before the 
public. You cannot imagine how em- 
barrassing it is for a man to parade 
his shame before the public, but I 
-have done so in order that these poor 
devils may get some relief.” 

The witness, in reply to a question, 
said he was born in a northern state 
and had resided in Georgia about five 
years. He said that his record, with 
the exception of the one embezzle- 
ment, was clean. Judge Hammond 
asked if he feared detection for some 
other misdeed in his life and wanted 
to know if Christie was his real name. 

Christie reiterated his former state- 
ment relative to his record and stated 
that his real name was Christie. “It 
may be toolate, pow that this hearing 
is receiving so much publicity outside 
of the state to keep my shame from 
former friends and associates, but if 
it becomes necessary I will answef 
any question.”

‘“T will say that I have never been

Headlights of Report. R 

Tn its report the penitentiary com- 
mittee declared that there are “eertain 
phases of the state farm which should 
be further investigated,” and recom- 
mended that a sub-committee of at) 
least seven be named to make a thor- 
ough investigation, including ‘all. re¢- 
or4s in the office of the prison commis- 
sion and its subsidiary agencies.” 4 

Referring to the escape of Abe 


Powers, famous bunco artist, from the 


prison farm last year, the report as- 
serted that “we find the prison conimis~ 
sim has been derejict and has neg- 
lected its duty im this case.” Particu- 
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“We recommend,” read the report, 
“that in the future the prison com- 
mission abide by the laws of Georgia 
in the performance of its duties.” 

All food was suitable for prisoners, 
except that provided for the sick, it 
was stated. Clothing was found to be 
sufficient. The water supply, the re- 
port contintied, “was not just what it 
sheuld be. The water was muddy and 
not fit for bathing. The flushing sys- 
tem was very sees and piping in bad 
fix.” All buildings were reported to 
be in good condition with the exception 
of the tubercular hospital, “which is 
badly in need of repairs,” 

On the subject of sanitary condi- 
tions, the report said “the bunks in the 
waite male ward and the colored fe- 
male ward were deplorably infested 
with chinches,” while the bedding also 
was unclean. Inmates with infectious 
diseases and insane prisoners were not 
separated, but compelled to eat and 
sleep in the same quarters, it was as- 
serted. 

“We also found in the female col- 
ored ward sweat boxes. just large 
enough for a person of normal size to 
be ‘confined for punishment: said sweat 
bores containing chains for the pur- 
pose of preventing the prisoners in- 
carcerated therein from assuming a 
squatting position,” the report con- 
nued, hese sweat boxes have no 
ventilation.” 

The keeper of the dining halls was 
commended for keeping them in a “‘well] | 
arranged and sanitary condition,” 


‘Morning Session. 


Chief interest developed at the 
morning session was in connection 
with the testimony of J. Christie, of 
Macon, whose original charges of 
cruelty at the rtate prison farm was 
one of the primary causes of the pres- 
ent investigation. Christie recently 
completed a term of service in the 
prieon. 

Christie made the specific charge 
that Robert Lee Denson, convict sen- 
tenced in Fulton county on a charge 
of stealing an sautomoDd.le, was bru- 
tally whipped at the priscn although 
he was suffering with ep‘Jepsy and 
was afflicted mentally. 

Arother charge of inkumanity at 
tne prison was made by Ouristie in 
counection with the recent death of 
W. R. Lipscomb, a pre'soner from 
Atianta, Chr'stie said Lipscomb had 
suljered severely for four or five days 
with diabetes hut said the prison phy- 
sigan, Dr. P. M. Compton, refused 
to examine Lipscomb, He, said Dr. 
Compton declined to gis't enpeecne> 
although Christie had appealed to 
the physician himself in behalf of 
the prisoner. 

Christie added that Warden J. B. 
Smith himself .had criticised the fail- 
ure of the physician to give prisoners 
proper medical treatment. He declared, 
however, that all the prison officials 
“rung together” and tbat prisoners 
who “tell thins outside” are harghly 
treated. Christie said Warden. Smith 
kad declined to return to Lipsco:n) 
money which Lipscomb had depos‘ted 
with bom. He said the tradition is 
that the warden does not allow thie 
rr:soners their own money “until be 
gets good and ready.” 

Charges Neglect. 


Christie told a story of the death 
of two negro prisoners whom he said 
were shamefully neglected. One of 
them was paralyzed in both arms and 
the prison physician suspected he:'was 
shamming, he said. -.Christie said the 
negro was given what is known’ ag 
“high life’ and was badly burned. 
He said the negro’s name was Alf 
Law and that he dropped dead a day 
or two after the “high life’ was ad- 
ministered. : 

The story of the death of the white 
prisoner, S. R. Tompkins, who was 
suffering with stomach trouble, was 
told ‘by. Christie, He said the prison 

hysician paid little attentioh to 

lompkins because he did not have a 
high temperature. 

“Six men died while I was on duty 
at the hospital,” Ohristie testified. 
“There was no physician, no minister 
or no close friend at their bedside. 
There was more concern shown by 
the prison offiicals over the death of 
a litter of puppies than there was 
over the death of these men.” 

Prison Water Supply 

Christie said the water supply at 
the prison is insufficient and unsat- 
isfactory. He: also charged that the 
prisoners were -not supplied with 
enough cligthing. He said he had 
seen. men go into the fields in the 
winter without shoes or socks. Chris- 
tie alsd severely criticised the food 
supplied the prisoners,

Washington, June 12.—Foreign na- 
tions—world war debtors of this coun- 
try—have begun submitting to the al- 
lied debt funding commission state- 
ments of their financial conditions fh 
the light of their obligations to the 
United States. 


It wag said today at. the treasury 
that two nations have presented 
briefs of their fiscal conditions in con- 
nection with the debts to this country. 
The names of these two were with- 
held, however. Their statements were 
being analyzed by the commission, it 
was explained, and would be very 
helpful when the negotiations for the 
funding of the obligations were be- 
goun.- - 

Statements from the other debtor 
nations are expected by the commis- 
sion. So far, it was said, nothing of- 
ficial of the debt quéstion has been 
heard from Great Britain since the 
formation of the commission, although 
the belief was expressed at the treas- 
ury that a special mission to discuss 
that nation’s indebtedness might be 
expected at any time.

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HEALTH TALKS

A Fat Man’s Fatuous Faucy 

This fat man is afflicted with what 
appears to be an extremely popular 
delusion : 

“Dear doctor; 

“Please send me.those exercises I 
read about a short time a0 in your 
co‘umn. weigh 245 pounds und don't: 
get much exercise except morning 
and evening, walking about 12 blocks, 


cises but so far without any visible 
results. I aim still ambitious.” 

Perhaps I am guilty of :ontributing 
to this popular delusion that one can 
reduce by taking exercises. I have 
so frequently reiterated that every in- 
dividual determines his own weight 
by (1) the amount of food he con- 
sumes and (2) the amount of mus 
cular work he does, be it called exer- 
cise, play or work. ‘The difficulty 
which the mere layman has appar- 
ently, in interpreting this arbitrary 
law lies in the very variable influ- 
ence of both factors. Thus, a man 
who ordinarily walks 12 blocks even 
twice a day—which is no exercise at 
all to speak of—and eats three square 
meals, is likely to pile on slacker flesh 
after 30 or before 30 in bad cases. 
Now if that man reforms, if he un- 
dergoes a health revival, if some in- 
surance examiner or casual inedical 
friend throws a scare into him about 
high blood pressure or Bright’s dis- 
ease or apoplexy or heart failure, so 
that the poor fellow adopts what he 
deems an adequate exercise regimen, 
walking 12 blocks six times a day, 
even the he is. not likely to reduce 
appreciably because he fails to regu- 
late the other factor, the food in- 
take, and either natural increase of 
appetite or an unnatural increase in 
self-indulgence inspired by his pious 
feeling that he is doing more work 
and hence needs more “nourishment,” 
causes the poor fellow to eat even 
more than he ate before. 

A certain amount of daily exercise 
is indispensable for the highest health 
attainment for any one who is not 
an actual invalid. A considerable 
amount of general or special exerrise 
is unquestionably an- aid in general 
or local reduction of superfluous fat. 
But it is a mistake to rely upon 
exercise alone, without careful regu- 
lation of the food rations, to reduce 
obesity. As a general rule it isn’t 
done that way, although I gather from 
the requests coming to me that a lot 
of fat men ‘and fat women are at 
least willing to read about an attempt 
to do it that way. 

This willingness of fat folks to 
read about what they fatuously call 
reduction exercises is pathetic and it 
would be bravery if it were worth 
putting into practice. 

« Some thin folks put on needed 
weight by a faithfully followed sys- 
tem of daily exercise. Thousands of 
underweight young men from stores 
and offices gained an average of 12 
pounds in weight in the first few 
months of rigid physical training in 
the army camps when we were pre- 
paring for war. 

As Weber and Fields would say, if 
you don’t take out as fast as you put 
n you’ll'soon have a surplus. A sur- 
plus of fat does no useful work and 
actually acts as a parasite sucking 
away a man’s energies. It is a dis- 
grace, too, for it means the man (or 
woman) eats too much, no matter how 
bindlike he may imagine his eppetite 
is, The surplus wouldn’t be there if 
he put in no more than he takes out. 
A surplus is an unwarranted luxury 
which ought to be taxed out of exist- 
ence,

Perhaps the biggest and most dras- 
tic forward step taken in the cam- 
paign to clean college sports was that 


taken by the western conference col- 
Jeges at the Ves Moines meeting. The 
decision to select one man—a man of 
high standing and of force—to act 
as cofamissioner, is the ficst real move- 
ment toward efficient cleaning up. 

The decision of the conference to 
put a check upon long trips and big 
intersectional games, is another move 
in the direction of curbing the evils 
be ave crept into college athletics, 

ciafly into football. There is no 
handhe evidently, at least not at the 
present, of stopping the normal inter- 
<ectiona] games, but the effort is to 
prevent such trips as Ohio State, W. 
ard J. and other teams Have taken, 
to the coast especially. 

The experience of playing games in 
falifornia bas not been pleasant, nor 
has it helped the sport in either sec- 
tion. The game between W. and J. 
and California last fall was as dis- 
graceful an exhibition ot muckerisb- 
ness as college sport has seen in 
years, and the resort to personal 
abuse, villification and worse on the 
fcotball ficld violates all the tradi- 
tions of college sport. 

MANY ARE 
ACCUSED. 

There is little hope of 9 cure for the 
evils so long as the colleges stand 
on the old bunk basis of not preferring 
charges against each other. It is not 
ethical for one school to make charges 
against another, and the old form 
of putting the entire matter up to the 
judgment of the athletie directors as 
to whether a player is eligible or not, 
hus been overdone. There are a score 
if rival 
coaches are correct, are pure profes- 
sionals, taking money for playing. 
I have heard coach after coach make 
these statements, and yet no charges 
are made against the men. 

It is a tolerably safe wager that 
any school which permits the hiring or 
the subsidizing of athletes will not 
hesitate to clear him or defend him if 
he is accused. The only punishment 
fcr such achools is for the others to 
cut them off the schedules and refuse 
to have anything to do with them. 

But the appointment of a commis- 
sjoner to exercise full powers over the 
entire Bir Ten opens the way to rad- 
icel reform, providing the proper man 
is selected. Armed with powers even 
grenter than those conferred upon 
Jadge Landis by organized baseball. 
the athletic commissioner can clean up 
quickly. 

If the great eastern universities 
would consider similar action there 
would be real hopes of pure athletics 
for.the future. The time is coming 
when some such action will be neces- 
asry. Every college president and 
athletic official knows that the games 
must be purified or stopped. They 
do not even argue the poirt any more. 
But’ the westerners seem to have 
atepped right out and acted while the 
east debates and haggles.

The production of commercial 
peaches in Georgia this year probably 
will not exceed 8,700 cars, inelud- 
ing express shipments, according to 
the estimate of Z. R. Pettet, agricul- 
tura] statistician for Georgia of the 
United States bureau of markets and 
crop estimates. This is in the neigh- 
borhood of 2,500 cars below the 
bumper crop of last year, and even 
these expectations will not be real- 
ized unless conditions are unusually 
favorable throughout the remainder of 
the season. 

' The crop of early peachcs was de- 
cidedly under expectations although 
the size, color and flavor of these 
extra early varieties were above usual, 
Hiley and Georgia Belle promise very 
good crops unless rain should con- 
tinue over the picking period. Hl- 


section but scattering groves all over 
the state have very fair crops. ‘The 
northeastern section has a very much 
better promise than last year, while 
the northwest is expected to make a 
crop almost up to average. 
Exact records of express shipments 
have never been available, but would 
probably total in the neighborhood of 
or 700 cars if all the smail and 
new groves throughout the state wére 
considered. ‘The general agricultural 
peach crop, as distinguished from the 
commercial crop, is very fair in most 
sections, Being three points under av- 
erage.

While Atlanta and the other cities 
of Georgia some time ago.passed into 
the upward phase of the prosperity 
curve, it was not until the last month 
that the large agricultural class dis- 


tricts were directly involved. 

During May many of the “money 
crops” were ready for marketing. 
Georgia peaches, melons and other 
perishables, which annually bring 
millions of dollars into’ the state, 
were started to the north and east. 
Winter grains were sold, and money 
flowed into rural sections that have 
struggled through many lean months. 

This sale of money crops together 
with other factors has caused an in- 
crease in volume in all lines of trade. 
Industry reflects the stimulus and un- 
employment shows a further decrease. 
While:no shortage of labor is yet 
noted, the surplus is chiefly in com- 
mon labor. 

Credit Improves. ; 
The banking and credit situation is 
greatly improved. Deposits in the four 
national banks and, the five larger 
state banks in Atlanta had on June 1, 
increased nearly $4,000,000 over the 
total at the first of the year, while 
loans and ‘iiscounts nad been decreased 
nearly $6,000,000. The reserve ratio 
on May 29 reached 84.3 per cent, the 
highest mark in che history of the 
Sixth Federal Reserve bank. The re- 
serve ratio for the Atlanta district on 
January 4, last, was 42.0 per cent. 

May was the first month of this 

ar in which bank clearings in At- 

nta were in excess of those in the 
same month last year. The total of 
$176,273,175 for May was $7,997,951 
in excess of clearings in May, 1921, 
and an increase of more than $21,- 
000,000 over the clearings in April of 
this year. The volume of business has 
at last become large enough te coun- 
teract the fall in prices and to reach 
a higher total in-amount involved. 

Georgia products are rising sharply 

in value. With cotton already in ex- 
cess of 20 cents a pound, unfavorable 
weather combined with the general 
improvement in the cotton trade and 
increased world demand make prob- 
able a still higher price. Turpentine is 
expected to reach $1 a gallon. The 
value of hogs and other livestock is 
steadily increasing, and has reached in 
oo the highest -figure since July 
1921. 
For the first time in months the 
demand for automobiles, especially the 
cheaper makes, has exceeded the sup- 
ply, and dealers are again forcéd to 
take orders for future delivery. The 
Atlanta branch of the Ford Motor 
company rccports that the daily pro- 
| duction of the plant was raised on 
May 29 from 100 cars to 150 cars a 
day. A sarplus:of 3,500 unfilled or- 
ders for cz.rs had accumulated at the 
end of the month. 

The total of *vilding permits is- 
sued in Atlanta in May was $1,743,- 
0564. The largest single permit issued 
was $105.000 for the construction of 
a warehouse.

New York, June 12.—Selling of the 
same enforced weharacter as that 
which precipitated the sharp reac- 
tionary movements of last week was 
increasingly evident on the stock ex- 
change today. Speculative issues re-| 
acted 3 to 10 points on sales approxi- 
mating 1,750,000 shares. _ 

In substance, much of the liquida- 
tion was ascribed to interests which 
already ‘save or are about to sever 
their direct relations with the ex- 
change in consequence of thag. insti- 
tution’s drastic program of “house 
cleaning.” 

Other offerings were attributed to 
trokers who were said to have re- 
ceived broad intimations that the ex- 
change no longer would countenance 
pool operations in stocks of obscure 


or merely potential value. 

These several forms of liquidation 
were accelerated in the later dealings 
by a pronounced expansion of short 
contracts based in part on the mar- 
ket’s lack of support, together with 
other adverse developments. Among 
these wus the decliuation of the Paris 
bankers’ committee to proceed with 
the international loan, that causing 
weakness in international currencies. 

Over one-third of the day’s business 
was transacted in the final hour. Oils, 
steels, motors, equipments, coppers, 
textiles, food specia:ties and chemicals, 
were then the center of the reaction. 

United States Steel, which had been 
irregular in the early part of the ses- 
sion, was extensively offered at a net 
loss of 3 1-2. points. Independent 
steels, notably Republican Vanadium, 
registered more severe declines. Mexi- 
can Petrvieum, General Asphalt and 
Sinclair featured the weaker oils and 
Studebaker, Baldwin, Corn Products, 
United States Rubber, American 
Woolen and Davison Chemical broke 
sharply, the latter making a net loss 
of 9 7-8 pints. 

High-grade rails were immune from 
pressure until the reversal became too 
sweeping to withstand. Losses among 
transportations were held within mod- 
erate limits, however, the chief suf- 
ferers being Southern Pacific, Reading 
and Erie at net declines of one to al- 
most two points. 

Call money opened at 3 per cent, 
eased to 2 3-4, the lowest quotation in 
almost five years but gradually stif- 
fened as stock market prices became 
more reactionary, advancing to the 
day’s higaest quotation of 3 1-2 per 
cent in the last half hour.

Senator Heflin had asked, and Sen- 
ator Williams had refused, unanimous 
consent for the immediate considera- 
tion of a resolution proposing a fine 
on the pilots of such planes. When 
the Missis8ippi senator objected, Sen- 
utor Heflin asked if he understood 
what the resolution was about. Sen- 
ator Williams assured him, with scine 
emphasis, that he did, adding that he 
understood an airplane had disturbed 
the senator while he was making a 
speech last Sunday. 

The author of the resolution said 
this was the case and also that an 
airplane had_ disturbed President 
Harding when the executive was de- 
livering his address on Memorial day, 
accepting the Lincoln memorial on 
behalf of the nation.
